P.D.B.TO KILL BORERS 


Boe go through four stages of growth, viz., the Egg, the 
Larvae (which is the Borer itself), the Pupa and the Adult or 
Moth, and there is only one generation a year. 


Paradichlorobenzene (P.D.B.) is the recommended treatment. 
This is a white crystalline substance having an ether-like odor and 
vaporizing quickly in Summer temperatures. It produces fumes 
heavier than air which rapidly permeate the soil and the Borer 
tunnels in the tree, 


HOW TO LOCATE BORERS IN THE TREES 


While the mature Borer is about an inch long, yellowish white 
and with a dark reddish head with brownish hair arising from the 
tubicles. It’s hardly ever seen because they are inside of tree, but 
can be located by the frass or gum found exuding from the trunk 
and branches. Good for trees, peach trees, lilac bushes, etc.

SPRING 


MARCH 


Feed old plantings. Feed and renovate old lawns. 

Treat lawns for Japanese beetle grubs. 

Loosen mulch, if weather permits. 

Dormant spraying before buds break. 

Trim evergreens. 

End of March, uncover and prune back H. T. roses and 
Floribunda roses. 

Prune back dead or winter damaged wood from climbing roses. 

Set strawberry plants and other berry plants. 

Planting seed beds. Many vegetables can be started. 

Plant fruit trees and flowering shrubs early. 


APRIL 


Time to plant all hardy plants, such as: Roses, flowering 
shrubs, trees, evergreens, hedge and perennials,
